Shri Kedar Singh, Constable; Civil Police, Fatehgarh, 
Shri Naraln Singh, Constable, Civil Police, Fatehgarh. 

Statement of Services for which the decorations have been 
awarded 

On the night of the 2Srd September, 1958, Constables 
Kedar Singh and Naraln Singh of Police Station Kampil, 
District Fatehgarh were informed while on patrol that a 
gang of armed dacolts was In a small temple near the 
village of Ballipur Garhl. The Constables immediately 
collected a party Including four gun licensees and proceed- 


ed to the village. When they approached, they saw six or 
seven armed persons on a plalfoim in front of the temple. 
The constables and their party surrounded the temple and 
called upon the dacoits to surrender, whereupon the latter 
opened fire. During the ensuing encounter Constable 
Naraln Singh received gun shot injuries on both arms, right 
Irg and chest. Despite this both the constables continued to 
fire with great coolness and ultimately succeeded in wound- 
ing one of the dacoits, who was raptured in the nearby held. 
The remainder of the gang managed to escape but were 
identified and subsequently arrested and prosecuted. 

In this encounter the two constables showed courage, 
leadership and high sense of duty. 

These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance admis- 
sible to officers of and below the rank of Inspector of 
Police as provided In rule 5.
